GROUP EXPERIENCE COURSE 

Y080- Group Experience Course carries one (l) unit of credit per term. This 
credit is applicable toward the sixty (60) units required for the A. A. degree. 
Whether this credit is transferable or not is totally dependent upon the institution 
to which the transfer is being made. There is no way in which Mount St. Mary's can 
make this determination. 

COMMUNICATION SKILLS COURSE 

The Communication Skills segment of the A. A. program provides students with 
integrated experiences in reading, writing, listening, and speaking. The staff 
attempts, when appropriate, the integration of assignments and skills within the 
course itself with those assignments required in the students' other classes. 
Basic and specific experiences include library orientation, research methods and 
paper, and oral presentations. In addition to general lecture sessions and small- 
group workshop classes, individual lab experiences with the staff are also avail- 
able. The time distribution for each of these learning methods may vary the needs 
of the students . 

For an A. A. degree, students must complete at least one term of Communication 
Skills (or its equivalent), but some students may be encouraged to continue for a 
second term, with the learning methods and experiences differing from the first. 
Ordinarily, three units of credit accompany the completion of each term. 

Students who successfully complete a term of the Communication Skills program 
will receive three (3) units of credit for English 10, Freshman Composition , 
provided she takes the full program described above. If the students are to 
receive such credit, the primary responsibility for instruction must rest with a 
member of the English faculty. A student who continues in the Communication Skills 
program for more than a term may receive credit for some other designated course 
taught by a member of the English faculty or she may receive credit in Y08l- 
Communication Skills . Credit in Y08l- Communication Skills is applicable toward 
the A. A. degree.

LIBRARY HAPPENINGS 

What Happened To The Library? "To utilize the beauty of the old dining room and 
sun poreh, to create a more informal and pleasing area for research and reading, and 
to facilitate the finding and use of our library materials." 

These are the main reasons why Sister Rose Agnes, Doheny Librarian, and her 
staff worked from late November into the Christmas holidays to relocate Reference 
books, Educational materials, tapes and records, and periodicals. Furniture was 
moved also, bookcases and magazine racks. Another reason for the move was to 
alleviate the weight of heavy references on the second floor which is not structurally 
suited to such weight. 

The references are now downstairs, and the periodicals are in a room upstairs. 
'Special Education" retains its original room, but the materials needed for "General 
Education" are shelved in their own room also. A faculty office was made out of the 
former "Record Listening Room" which is now all in the room used for typewriter 
rental . 

From the number of satisfied customers, the change appears to have been a good 
one.

Instead of the expected dittoed questions familiar to all as a follow-up to use 
of materials, the students were instructed to check out 12 cards from any of the four 
sets available to them, and to search for the answers in 12 specific reference books. 
Each card in the sets was letter-coded to prevent duplication of a source book being 
used. 

The library was a busy place for a week as "Seek and ye shall find" became a 
real challenge! Becoming specific, exact, and knowledgable in research was the end 
result. The next assignment a faculty member gives any of these students will find 
them ready with the ability to handle important basic references with familiarity.
